Of  the  total,  43  deaths,  that  is  51/^  were  caused  by  diseases  of  the  Cardio 
Vascular  System. 

There  were  24  deaths  due  to  Ischaemic  Heart  Disease  compared  with  19  the 
previous  year*  28*9^  of  all  deaths  were  due  to  this  ailment* 

Pneumoconiosis  was  implicated  in  three  deaths  and  Tuberculosis  in  one  case. 
Two  cases  of  malignancy  of  the  bronchus  occurred. 

Deaths  due  to  carcinoma  of  the  lungs  are  rising  annually  in  Britain,  and  in 
9 out  of  every  10  such  deaths  cigarette  smoking  is  believed  to  be  responsible.  No 
effort  should  be  spared  therefore  in  attempting  to  persuade  the  public  to  abandon 
this  lethal  habit.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  31ST  DECEMBER,  1969 


Mr.  Chairman,  Miss  Jones  and  Gentlemen, 

I submit  for  your  information  and  consideration  my  report  on  the  Public 
Health  Services  which  have  been  included  in  my  duties  during  the  year  ending  the 
31st  December,  1969. 


WATER  SUPPLY 


The  supply  and  distribution  of  the  water  in  the  Ammanford  Urban  District 
was  sufficient  in  quantity  and  satisfactory  in  quality  during  the  year. 

All  the  houses  in  the  area  are  connected  to  the  Public  Water  Mains  owned 
by  the  Loughor  Joint  Water  Board  with  water  taps  inside  the  houses  over  sinks. 

The  water  has  a ph  of  7»54  and  fluoride  content  of  .072  parts  per  million. 

Organically  this  water  is  of  exoellent  quality  and  contains  no  unoxidised 
nitrogenous  matter.  It  is  slightly  alkaline  in  reaction  and  with  a hardness  of 
90  p.p.m.  would  be  classified  as  moderately  soft. 

Bacteriologically  the  water  is  of  satisfactory  quality. 

The  plumbosolvent  action  checks  have  shown  0.07  lead  (Pb)  mgms/Litre  which 
is  satisfactory. 


REHJSE  COLLECTION 


House  Refuse  - The  House  Refuse  is  collected  from  all  premises  twice  weekly 
by  means  of  a side  loader  refuse  lorry.  The  collection  of  the  House  Refuse  is  a 
Kerbside  Collection.  The  occupier  of  the  premises  provides  the  refuse  bins.  A 
report  on  the  alternative  methods  of  Refuse  Collection  including  the  rear  loading 
back  compression  Vehicles  Municipal  Bin  Provision  Scheme  and  the  Paper  Sack  Collection 
Scheme  was  again  circulated  to  the  Council  but  consideration  of  the  report  was 
deferred.  A rear  loading  back  compression  Refuse  Collection  Vehicle  was  ordered 
to  come  into  use  in  1970. 

Trade  Refuse  - The  Council  have  not  undertaken  to  remove  Trade  Refuse  but 
waste  packaging,  cardboard  and  paper  is  removed  from  trade  premises  free  of 
charge  on  Wednesday  of  every  week  and  conveyed  to  Rhydymaerdy  Refuse  Tip  where 
it  is  burned. 

Disposal  of  Refuse  - The  tipping  of  refuse  at  the  Gelligwaerdy  Farm  Refuse 
Tip  was  discontinued  during  the  year. 

One  refuse  tip  at  the  Rhydymaerdy  Site  at  Pantyffynnon  was  in  use  at  the 
end  of  the  year  and  as  the  area  available  for  tipping  was  coming  to  an  end 
other  sites  were  viewed  and  application  was  made  by  the  Surveyor’s  Department 
for  permission  to  develop  these  areas  for  the  tipping  of  Household  Refuse. 

Bulk  Refuse  - There  is  no  organised  collection  of  bulk  household  refuse 
but  facilities  are  made  available  for  any  person  wishing  to  deposit  bulk  household  ref Ut 
on  the  refuse  tip  at  Pantyffynnon. 
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DRAINS  SEWERS  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  Trunk  Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  the  responsibility  of  the 
Amman  Valley  Joint  Sewerage  Board. 

The  Secondary  Sewers  with  connecting  drains  are  the  responsibility  of  the 
Council. 

Eighty  nine  blockages  occured  in  the  drainage  system  in  the  Ammanford  Urban 
District  Area,  these  blockages  were  cleared  by  Council  Workmen.

NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT  I960 


Two  complaints  were  received  of  excessive  noise  from  road  breakers  on  the 
Public  Highway  being  used  without  the  use  of  a muffler.  On  both  occasions  the 
Contractor  co-operated  and  mufflers  were  fitted  to  the  breakers  to  reduce  the 
noise. 


The  existing  legislation  is  ineffective  to  enforce  control  of  noise  by 
Contractors  carrying  out  woxk  which  only  lasts  a few  days  on  Public  Highways. 


CLEAN  AIR  ACT  1956 


No  complaints  were  received  under  the  Clean  Air  Act  1956.  The  anthracite 
coal  mined  in  the  district  is,  for  all  practical  purpose,  a smokeless  fuel.  This 
coal  is  used  by  the  majority  of  householders. 
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CARAVAN  SITES 


There  is  One  residential  Caravan  Site  licenced  to  keep  one  caravan  in  the 
Ammanford  Urban  District  Area. 


SWIMMING  BATH  AND  PADDLING  POOL 


There  are  no  Swimming  Baths  in  the  Ammanford  Urban  District. 


The  Paddling  Pool  in  Ammanford  Park  is  used  by  a large  number  of  children 
during  the  hot  Summer  days*  The  Pool  is  emptied  and  refilled  daily  by  the  Park 
Staff  from  the  water  mains  of  the  Town's  domestic  water  supply. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


The  Five  Ladies  and  Six  Gentlemens  Public  Conveniences  have  been  provided 
in  the  centre  of  the  Town  and  on  roads  leading  out  of  the  Town. 

No  progress  has  been  made  in  choosing  and  purchasing  a site  for  the  erection 
of  a new  Ladies  and  Gentlemens  Public  Convenience  to  replace  the  Ladies  Conveniences 
rented  in  the  Arcade,  and  the  unsatisfactory  Underground  Gentlemens  Public  Conveniences 
at  College  Street.

RODENT  CONTROL 


One  Rodent  Operator  is  employed.  All  treatment  of  occupied  premises 
were  carried  out  after  investigation  of  complaints  received.  Treatment  of  the 
refuse  tip,  open  areas,  banks  of  rivers  and  streams  are  carried  out  periodically. 

A Free  Rodent  Control  Service  is  given  to  all  premises  to  encourage  the 
maximum  co-operation  of  the  Public  by  reporting  all  infestations  to  the  Public 
Health  Department. 

The  poison  used  is  Warfarin,  and  up  to  date,  dead  bodies  are  found  in 
areas  where  treatment  has  been  carried  out. 

The  Trunk  Sewers  are  under  the  control  of  the  Amman  Valley  Joint  Sewerage 
Board.  The  manholes  and  inspection  chambers  of  Secondary  Sewers  and  drains  under 
the  control  of  the  Council  are  treated  when  evidence  of  infestation  is  observed.
